building it 220 years were occupied. 
It was 425 feet long and 235 broad, 
supported by 127 columns, 60 feet 
high, furnished by princes, and onri 
ously sculptured, each weighing 150 
tons of Parian marble. Internally, 
it was decorated with gold, paintings 
and statnes by the great masters— 
Soopas, Appeles, Praxiteles, Parr- 
basias and the feaale, Timarete. 
The priest* were emasculated, and 
the tiered virgins were of the high- 
est birth. It WM finally destroyed 
by the Goths io 260. 
The Turks, in 


1300, finished the overthrow of all its 
edifices, and it is now deserted for 
Ajasoleok, two miles distant.
